Tr is now pretty well settled that Michigan 
boulevard will be extended all the way to the 
South Park, which was the original inten- 
ree py authorizing the transfer to 
the Park Commissioners of the jurisdiction 
over the park approaches. Some weeks ago 
the Hyde Pagk trustees passed an ordinance 
conveying to the Park Commissioners the 
jurisdiction over that portion ot Michigan 
avenue extending from Thirty-ninth street 
(the city lintits) to Pifty-fifth street, where it 
connects with Garfield boulevard leading to 
the park. ‘The Comnton Coupcil at its last 
méetinig also passed an ofdinalee giving the 
Park Commissioners similar jurisdiction over 
Michigan avenue between Thirty-fifth street, 
where the boulevard now terminates, and 
Thirty-ninth street. This provides fora con- 
tinuous improvement of the street in the 
same manner,and will render it the hand- 
semest street in the world. The cost of the im- 
provement will be sustained by the owners of 
the abuttiNg property, a very large majority 
of whom petitioned for it, and they look con- 
fidently for reimbursement in the increased 


value of their lots; but the betiefit will be 


shared by the general public. The Park 
Commissioners have six months within which 
to accept the trust, and they will only re- 
quire reasonable assuranée of a sufficient 
sum for maintenance of the boulevard after 
its completion to add this magnificent stretch 
of street to the South Park system.

There may be rfow and then a renegade like 
Wasserman, but the great mags of the Ger- 
mans are honest, fair-minded men, whatever 
party they may be in, and will never condone 
any species of election frauds.

CHANGE THE BAD POLLING-PLACES 
The McVonald-Van Pelt-Wassesman gang 
have made some vague promises to the com- 
mittee of citizens that the infamous outrage 
ou the Kepublicans relative to election judges 
and polling-places shall be modified to some 
extent; to what degrée the machine Commiis- 
sioners do not say, and it will only be by con- 
tinted and persistent pressure that anything 
like half justice can be secured. The ques- 
tion as to a change of polling-places in those 
precincts where they have been located at in- 
convenient or improper places has been re- 
ferred to the Cotinty-Attorney. ‘This action 
may have been taken in good faith, or, it may 
with the purpose of securing a partisan 
on that such change would be illegal at 
this time—an opinion whieh would enable the 
ring to insist that the polling-places be kept 
in the doegeries, in the alleys, in the dives, 
and in the remote and unusual places where 
so many of them have been located. 

There is no reasonable doubt of the author- 
ity of the County Board to change the poll- 
ing-places at any time before election in every 
case where there is a proper motive for or- 
dering the change. Whenever the polls have 
been located in an unlawful place certainly 
it will be legal to remove them to a lawful 
place; it woukd be Illegal not todoso. This 
will apply to évery sa loon which has been se- 
lected as a voting-place, for the law requires 
that the saloons shall be closed election-day. 
The uniform tendency of the courts has been 
to sanction every official act which has been 
taken with reference to the fullness, fairness, 
and convenience of a popular election. The 
theory of popular government demands that 
the opportunity for the exercise of the fran- 
chise shall be as open and abundant as possi- 
ble, in order that no citizen shall be cheated 
of his rights. In any preeinct, then, where 
voting has been rendered difficult or hazard- 
ous a change of the polls will not only De 
sustained but also commended by the Su- 
preme Court. Any polling-place which is 
difficult of access, or not large enough to ac- 
commodate the requisit number of judges, 
clerks, and supervisors, or objectionable to 
publie morality, or obsenre and unusual, may 
be changed without the slightest danger of 
invalidating the vote, and ought to be changed 
in the interest of the people. 

Fortunately the attitude of the Supreme 
Court in this State ig not a matter of con- 
jecture. That tribunal has already passed 
upon the case in hand in a trial conducted by 
Mr. James P. Root, when the court ex- 
pressliy decided that the power to order 4 
cliange th polling-places remained till the 
day of electson in the body. which had the 
authority in the first Instance to fix the polls. 
If, in the face of this decision and in spite 
of the obvious reasoning which demands a 
change from improper to proper polling- 

places, the County-Attorney shall neverthe- 
less decide that the Board has not the 
authority to make the changes so imperative- 
ly demanded, then sich decision will be re- 
garded as another trick whereby the machine 
will undertake to avoid the necessity of do- 
ing common justice to the people.

The first impression of the Ohio Republic- 
an majority came from a dispatch based on 
fragmentary returns sent by Chairman 
Oglevee of the Republican State Central 
Committee to Mr. Blaine at 11 p. m,‘an- 
nouncing that the State had gone Republican 
by 20,000 majority, During the last two or 
three days the Democrats have been seeking 
comfort in the announcement of a considera- 
ble reduction below that figure. But the full 
returns show that Oglevee’s early estimate 
in a vote of 800,000was not 80 far out of the 
way on the general ticket. The fairest esti- 
mate of the Republican majority in the State 
is 17,476, the majority received by Flickin- 
ger, the Republican candidate for Canal Com- 
missioner, and 18,450 on the Congressional 
yote. 

That the yote on Canal Commissioter is 
the fairest way of estimating the strength of 
the two parties on the State ticket will be 
evident from the following statenient of 
facts: There were only three candidates on 
the State ticket, and of these only one on the 
Republican ticket could hope to poll the full 
strength of his party. The other two candi- 
dates were sure to be seratched for personal 
and class reasons. The candidate for Secre- 
tary of State was Gen. Robinson, who had 
taken an active part in the ‘* Crusade” move- 
ment against the saloons in Olio some years 
ago. This was an attempt throughout the 
State to close up the saloons under an old law 
which authorized’ the seizure, confiscation, 
and destruction of the alcoholic liquors ex- 
posed for sale. At the time Gen. Robinson 
had personal and family reasons for the bit- 
terness which prompted hint™to encourage 
the erusadeé against the saloons. The brew- 
ers, distillers, liquor-dealers, and saloonkeep- 
ers did not forget nor forgive him when he 
became a candidate for office. Some of the 
German Republicans returning to the fold 
stopped long enough to scratch his name 
from the Republican ticket, and all the more 
because his opponent—Newman—was the 
favorit of the liquof and beer element. As 
a consequence the Republican majority in 
Gen. Robinson’s case was reduced be- 
low 12,000. Judge Johnson, the Kepub- 
lican candidate for the Supreme Court, was 
handicapped in the same. way, though not to 
the same extent, as Gen. Robinson. : : As Su- 
preme Judgé he liad decided that the Legis- 
lature have the right to tax saloons to any 
reasonable amount which they might in their 
discretion determine, This decision, though 
undoubtedly good law and founded on good 
policy, excited against Judge Johnson the 
active hostility of the brewers and saloonists, 
who had escaped taxation in- Ohio for thirty 
years. Consequently Johnson was scratched 
through their influence 2,000 votes, and his 
majority reached only 15,450. But Flick- 
inger, the Republican candidate for Canal 
Commissioner, attracted no special opposi- 
tion; neither did his Democratic opponent. 
Both these candidates polled the regular

Gtover Cleveland is posing as the candi- 
date of cleanness and honesty. How clean 
he is has already been sliown by the exposi- 
tions*of his moral leprosy; Mugwumps of 
the Curtis and Beecher style concede and 
condone his unchastity, and fall back upon 
his conspicuous honesty. The story of the 
wrecking of the Buffalo & Jamestown Kail- 
road, already detailed in Tue Txisune, will 
now calf upon them for farther conceding 
and condoning. Cleveland’s success in this 
direction ranks him as the peer of Tilden 
himself in railroad-wrecking. 

The road was organized in March, 1872, 
and Cleveland & Bissell were elected its 
attorneys. The panicof that year prevented 
the sale of stock that was expected, afd after 
much argument afd pérsuasion the City of 
Buffalo subscribed for $1,000,000 of the stock 
at par and issued bonds for the money, which 
it has since been paying at the rate of $75,000 
principal and almost as much interest 
yearly, with ten years yet to run. The 
road was then bonded for $3,500,000 and the 
contractors and officers were beavy purchas- 
ers of the bonds. It was opened for business 
in 1975, and, although the company had real- 
ized nearly $4,000,000 from the sale of stock 
and bonds, it defaulted on the payment of 
interest on the bonds in 1876, Foreclosure 
was at once begun, and simultaneously the 
wrecking of the road took place. In this pro- 
cédure the sehedule of the bondholders shows 
that Cleveland & Bissell held $20,500 of the 
mortgage bonds, and it is a matter of record 
that they were solicitors for the sale of stocks 
and bonds, owners of bonds, and manipula- 
tors of the scheme by which the bondholders 
captured the road, The firm of Cleveland & 
Bissell managed the proceedings by which 
$1,000,000 of stock held by the City of Buffa- 
lo and $1,000,000 held by others were com- 
pletely wiped out. They were the legal rep- 
resentatives of the wreckers and they got 
their share ef the plunder. 

It may be that the Pharisees will condone 
this aet of dishonesty as they did act ot 
unchastity, and that they will take high 
moral ground that as an unchaste life does 
not disqualify a man from holding the Presi- 
dential office, so a dishonest life should not; 
and as both his dishonestyand unchastity 
were practiced eight years ago, when Cleve- 
land was 40 years of age, we shall hear them 
declaring that this defrauding of the City of 
Buffalo, like the outrage committed upon 
Maria Halpin, was one of the “‘ sins of his 
youth,” when le was sowing his wild oats. 
In View of the facts in the case, however, 
people who are not truly good will not take 
this view of it, and will be apt to suggest 
that a man who is both unchaste and dishon- 
est is unfit to be a President. 


THE OPERATIC OUTLOOK, 

The impresario, Col. Mapleson, is still 
struggling with his difficulties in securing an 
Italian epera troupe for this country this 
winter. Ordinarily it would seem that the 
organization of an opera troupe ought not to 
be a very difficult matter if a manager has 
resources or credit, or if artists have any con- 
fidence in him. With Col. Mapleson the 
principal trouble seems to be that his prima 
donna of last year, Adelina Patti, seems in- 
disposed to sign any engagement unless she 
sees the money before her and has a portion 
of itin her pockets, and the minor artists 
are not very eager to come forward until 
they can feel some assurance that something 
will be left after Patt: has had her enormous 
share. The experiences of last season are 
not very encouraging on this score. 

Col. Mapleson first applied to the directors 
of the New York Opera-House for a bonus of 
$30,000, which would guarantee the appear- 
ance of Patti, but they declined to furnish 
the money. An appeal wag then made to the 
stockholders, and they expressed themselves 
as willing to be-assessed the $30,000 for seats. 
But this was not satisfactory. The Colonel 
desired that the monty should be sent to him 
at once so a6 to bind the bargain with the 
high-priced Patti. This the stockholders de- 
clined to do, thinking it time enongh to pay 
for their seats when they got them, and, per- 
haps, arguing to themselves that it wasa 
little impudent to expect them to pay for an 
article 50 per cent more than it was worth 
and pay for it several months In advance. 
The Colonel is still wrestling with the prob- 
lem. Mme, Patti, like Phidias and Vandyke 
in “ The Cherubs,” has a soul for art and 
dollars, but wants to be sure of the dollars 
before she delivers the art. The Colonel 
would like the art, but must find the dollars. 
It never seems to have occurred to either of 
them that the American people would not 
look upon it as a calamity if neither of them 
should come here this winter, and that they 
are tired of this whole high-priced opera 
business and look upon it as little less than 
an outrageous imposition. 

Meanwhile Dr. Damrosch of New York, 
well known as an accomplished conductor 
and honorable gentleman, has beén In Europe 
and organized a troupe with such artists of 
world-wide fame as Materna, Brandt, Schott, 
and others in it and will give opera at reasong 
able prices this winter. He has € nO ap- 
peal to directors or stockholders. He has 
asked for no money in advance. He has not 
haggied with musical hucksters. He will 
not charge a tariff that amounts in gross to 
over $10 an evening. Would it not be as 
well to inform Mapleson that his high-priced 
goods are not wanted and that the other éon- 
cern will give us a better article for less 
money, which is the truth? Is it not time to 
have dove with the Mapleson-Patti imposi- 
tion and to inform them that they need not 
expect further patronage unless they lower 
their demands ?

A Fiy-Wheel’s Remarkable Journey— 
A New Theatre to Be Opened This 


dent happened today in a cou! and wood yard 
in Bast Boston which, while not attended by 
loss of life, wae insome respects remarkable. 
An iron fly-whee! attached to a wood-sawing 
machine, weighing 125 pounds, burst, fying 


wharf in a straight line. This art sabe 
crushed through tne flat roof of No. 144 Havre 
street, which dwelling is a two-and-one-half 
story structure, carryimg away plastering, 
lath, eto.

The bouse is occupied by 
two families. [fhe inmates were very much 
startied at the crash, and the damage was in- 
fiicted so quickly that it fairly took them of 
their feet.

There are proscenium boxes with open 
balcony projections, which are reached by pri- 
vate sta Each level of the auditorium 
is backed by a large lobby, from which it is 
separated by self-closing fire<doors. Ample 


proscenium opening is thirty-six feet square, 
and the stage is seventy feet long, thi: ty-six 
feet deep, and from floor to “gridiron” is 
fifty-one feet in hight. The trap-room extends 
underneath the whole stage and eight feet 
below it. The outtit of and machinery 
is very compiete, the painting having been exe- 
cuted by Mr. J. A. Johnson of New York. The 
drop-curtain is a handsome affair of a rich, 
deep crimson color, and is adorned wich a trop- 
jeai landscape. The entire theatre, includmg 
peace, lighted by the Edison incandescent 
ps.

Wheat was dull and heavy. It declined Ye, to 
755¢c for December, which closed at T5%ée, with 
November at 1§g¢ discount, October at 2}¢c dis- 
count, January af S¢e premium, and May at 7i¢c 
premium. Cash lots of No.2 spring sold at 72%@ 
Téc, but were nominal at 72)¢c near the close. No. 
8 spring sold at 59}e1n stere. The British mar- 
kets were called inactive and easier, while our re- 
ceipts of spring grades were nearly 300 cars, with 
846 at Minneapolis and 175 at Duluth.

Hay was quiet and inclined to be a little easier, 
Hides, tallow, and wool were steady at about 
previous prices. Green fruits were moderately 
active and steady. Broom-corn eontinues very 
pleuty and weak. Poultry was in liberal supply 
and easy, and theré was scarcely any inquiry for 
potatoes. Whisky was steady at $1.13. . 

There wase firm cattle market Saturday. The 
fupply was light and there was a good genera! de- 
mand at $2.50@4.25 for butehers’ stock; $3.00@4.00 
for stockers; $2.75@56.50 for range cattle, and at $4.00 
@7.25 for native shipping steers. Hogs Were quiet 
and rather weaker, though without appreciable de- 
cline.

HIS VISIT TO THE STREBT.

The report that Mr. Vanderbilt bad visited the 
street spread like wildfire, notwithstanding 
every effort to keep it quiet. It was bis first 
visit in three years, and all sorte of ruinors were 
afloat.

Nota 
few went sv far as to say that Mr. Vanderbilt's 
frightful losses of jate bad drained his store of 
ready cash, and that his visit was for the pur 
pose of negotiating the sale of $10,000,000 more 
of Government bonds. Mr. Vanderbilt was 
engaged in earnest conversation with his 
broker for fully baifan bour. He then walked 
quietly through the corridor and down the iron 
steps.

This 
sum was swallowed up in his efforts to sustain 
the New York Central. Now the Lake Shure 
has struck him, and I tell you he can't stand 
the pressure.”
